Though she's nearing her 90th 
birthday (this September). Boyne 
City’s Marie Zoberski shows no signs 
of slowing down. Retired in 1977 
from her store manager's job in 
Petoskey, she’s spent the better part 
of the last 25 years filling her days 
with volunteer work, from the Red 
Cross, to Hospice, to the Commission 
on Aging, and co-founding the 
Friends of the Boyne River with 
neighbor Tom Sheets. 

Being honored this year as the 
Grand Marshal for the annual Boyne 
City Fourth of July parade, Zoberski 
is modest about being chosen. “I'm 
not really sure what I’m supposed to 
do,” Zoberski said, modeling the red. 
white, and blue outfit she was con- 
sidering to wear on the big day. 


While she may not be so sure about 
her role as grand marshal. it’s certain 
that it’s a fitting tribute to the lifetime 
of service and commitment 
Zoberski's given the community. 

Growing up in the Wildwood Har- 
bor area, Zoberski is technically trom 
Walloon Lake, she said, but “this is 
my town.” She graduated from 
Boyne City High School in 1930. 
coming from a family in which com- 
munity service was simply a way of 
life. “I saw my parents do things for 
everybody,” she said. “It was the 
thing to do.” The example taught her. 
she added, that “this is the way you 
live, this is the way you make the 
world better.” 

No-one could say that Zoberski 
hasn't done her share. Most of her

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Some local residents are takinc first steps towards 


Sprucing up Boyne City 


Longing for a tidier downtown Boyne City, two 
area residents and businessowners have started at 
ground-level. Literally. 

In recent weeks, designer Jill Compton and Bali 
and Beyond owner Leslie Neilson have spearheaded 
an effort to spruce up unsightly tree wells on Lake 
and Water Streets, creating neat squares of clean 
‘mulch where only weeds and stray garbage once 
were. 


The effort, Compton said, was born out of frustra- 


tion with the fact that neither the City nor 
‘businessowners were taking the time to care for the 
small wells at the base of the red maples that line 
downtown streets. Though some have been planted 
over the years with bulbs or annuals, many have 
falien into disrepair, surrounded by broken boards 
or bare dirt rife with weeds and cigarette butts. Since 
no one had taken the first step in recent years to rem- 
edy the problem, Compton said, she and Neilson “de- 
cided to take a step.” 

“Our feeling is that a small success can work won- 
ders sometimes in generating a positive attitude in 
business-owners and community members,” she said. 

Compton and Neilson started with a presentation 
to the DDA, highlighting the state of disrepair of 
many of the wells. Given the DDA’s blessing, and a 
budget to cover the cost of the mulch (purchase at a 
discount thanks to Boyne Avenue Greenhouse), 
Compton and Neilson, along with other volunteers, 
got to work, removimg worn-out borders, and clear- 
ing away weeds and trash. Each trée-base was then 
covered with clean, fresh mulch; a temporary solu- 
tion, according to Compton, until something more 
permanent (such as iron tree grates) can be agreed 
upon. 

Though the status of the trees and the tree- wells 
have been the subject of much discussion in recent 
years, the cost of tree grates (at approximately 
$20,000) has prectuded them as a reasonable solu- 
tion at this point. But. Compton points out. after the 
initial investment, “there’s no maintenance, and 
they're removable. They can be re-utilized when and 
if they decide to replace the trees.” 

Compton has presented the DDA with some 
longer-term solutions besides tree grates. and plans 
to return to a meeting in January to further discuss 
possibilities. Possible future work could include the 
addition of removable vinyl-coated iron fencing to 
surround the wells, and/or the planting of a peren-

nial ivy capable of growing in the shallow root-base of 
the maples. To add a little color. Compton has proposed 
that hanging flower baskets be utilized on downtown 
street comers. 

In the meantime. though, the clean-up and mulching 
seemed a practical and viable short-term solution to a 
long-time problem. “If nothing else. it might get a bus1- 
ness owner Out on the strect. and generate interest from 
business people and consumers.” Compton said. “It's a 
step towards just adding a little pride in the downtown 
area.” Anyone with suggestions. or who would like more

again. Three years ago, dismayed 
by the spread of the invasive and dam- 
aging non-native Purple Loosestrife, 
Zoberski joined with neighbor Sheets, 
another Boyne River enthusiast, to 
create the Friends of the Boyne River. 
The organization generally aims to 
return the river to its previous incar- 
nation as a blue ribbon trout stream, 
but Zoberski’s personal focus was on 
the eradication of the loosestrife, a 
pretty but damaging plant that’s be- 

- come sort of her hallmark. 
In recent years Zoberski has ap- 


peared in the Fourth of July parade 
with other members of the growing 
FOBR decked out in a purple gown. 
riding atop a purple boat, dubbed 
“The Queen of Purple Loosestrife.”” 

Though she’s earned that tongue- 
in-cheek title (the loosestrife, by the 
way, is “just about licked’), she’s also 
earned much more, including the ad- 
miration of a grateful community. 
And, according to Marie, in the end 
she’ll keep on giving — when she 
passes away, she said without a trace 
of morbidity, her body will be donated 
to the medical school in Ann Arbor 
for research. 


Even in the hereafter. she figures. 
she'll have something to do.

A Pastor's Perspective 


Ruling on pledge 
is absurd take 
on separation of 
church and state

This week we once again have sgen the issue of state/ 
church separation come up and it seems that each time it 
is more and more absurd. 

This latest chapter demonstrates that point remarkably. 
The Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals has ruled that the say- 
ing of the Pledge of Allegiance in public schools is un- 
constitutional and violates the separation of church and 
state clause. A father of a young lady realized that going 
after ‘‘In God We Trust’’was too difficult of a fight so he 
instead went after the Pledge of Allegiance, stating that 
he did not want his daughter to be forced to state she be- 
lieved in God by saying “Under God.” 

Iam sorry that the father of the young lady in question 
objects so strenuously to God being mentioned the public 
arena, but his argument is without merit. First the young 
lady in question is not required by [aw to recite the pledge, 
it is a freedom we all have to say or not to say it. She may 
also remain silent at the pointi in the pledge where we say 
“under God.” 

For years the Jehovah Witnesses have remained silent 
while we have recited the Pledge of Allegiance because 
pledging allegiance to anything but Jehovah violates their 
religious beliefs. 


It has never been necessary to keep others from recit- ° 


ing the pledge just because it offended their religious be- 
liefs. They have chosen to not say it and have not been 
harmed by the reciting of the pledge. The neighbors I grew 
up next to are of that faith, and are good friends, so I can 
somewhat speak from experience through knowing them 
and going to schoo! with them. 

The truth is we have a bigger issue here than just the 
Pledge of Allegiance. It is the so called separation of 
church and state clause. 

This clause does not appear in the Constitution but rather 
was first voiced by Thomas Jefferson some thirteen years 
after the Constitution was ratified. In recent years we have 
seen an erosion of our religious freedom, a freedom pro- 
tected by the Constitution. Children are no longer allowed 
to pray in school. Not only that a teacher cannot lead them 
in prayer,. but they are not supposed to pray at all in 
schools. 

To truly understand the second amendment we need to 
understand the men who wrote it. 

If you research the writings of men like John Adams, 
the primary author of the Constitution, George Washing- 
ton, Benjamin Franklin, and Thomas Jefferson (note: 
Thomas Jefferson was not at the Constitutional congress, 
he was serving as the ambassador to France at the time of 
the drafting and ratifying of the Constitution ), it will be 
come abundantly clear to you that these men never in- 
tended for God and government to be divorced from each 
other. 

John Adams himself said that this Constitution was 
written for a religious and moral people and should that 
people ever cease to be religious or moral that it is wholly 
inadequate to govern such a people. 

The second amendment was simply to prevent the for- 
mation of a state religion and the truth of the matter a 
state denomination like the Church of England. It was 
intended to allow men to worship freely without the in- 
terference of the government. 

That brings us back to the Pledge of Allegiance. It is 
hard to imagine including the words “Under God” to mean 
that the state now has an official religion and everyone 
must worship this way. Just the opposite, it allows us to 
worship, or not worship, freely. 

One more point -- th second amendment was never 
intended to nor did the founding fathers ever desire that 
our government be atheistic in practice. To act completely 
outside the realm of the existence of God is to practice 
atheism and that in itself is the establishment of a reli- 
gion. 

So although Christianity can never be the state religion, 
Atheism should equally not be allowed to become the state 
religion. 

Our president has stated that we need judges that will 
use common sense and I agree with him. Our children 
should not be denied the right to recite the Pledge and to 
say “one-nation under God.”

Gazing at the majestic, nearly cen- 
tury-old stained glass windows at the 
First Presbyterian Church in Boyne 
City, infused with a flood of summer 
sunlight, one might think that such 
pieces of art might last forever. 
Watching stained glass experts from 
Shadetree Studio in Petoskey pains- 
takingly remove a window panel by 
panel, however, a different story un- 
folds as the lead holding together in- 
dividual pieces of glass literally 


crumbles in the hands of Shadetree’s 


Penny Kristo. 

The windows, it seems, will be well 
served by the special attention they're 
now receiving. 

According to church member, and 
restoration project chairman, Ed 
Lebuda the project has been in the 
works for some time. Work began 
this week on the first of three large 
windows scheduled for restoration, 
with the family-owned Shadetree ar- 
riving last week to remove the win- 
dow in most urgent need of restora- 
tion. Located on the south side of the 
church, the window is the least pro- 
tected and therefore the most dam- 
aged. “They need to be releaded,” 
said Kristo. As time goes on, the lead- 
ing which connects the individual 
pieces of glass, oxidizes, and flakes 
apart, leaving the windows vulnerable 
to bulging and buckling, and by ex- 
tension, irreparable damage. 

Fortunately, these windows, by all 
estimates approximately 100 years 
ofd, are being saved in time. The pro- 
cess of tending to each window, in- 
cluding cleaning, releading, and fit- 
ting with a protective coating, will

What is the difference between low 
vision and being legally blind?

Dear Jane, 

Legally blind people have a visual 
impairment of a certain magnitude 
based on their sharpness of vision 
(visual acuity) and/or a measurement 
of their side or peripheral vision (vi- 
sual fields.) 

The definition states that in order 


to be legally blind, the person must.

have acuity equal to or worse than 20/ 
200 in the better eye with their best 
conventional optical correction such 
contact lenses or eyeglasses in place, 
and or the person has a visual field of 
20 degrees or smaller without the use 
of any special field increasing de- 
vices. : 

Low vision (visual impairment) 
exists when a person has poor or de- 
creased vision which impairs the 
person's ability to function as easily 
as he or she would like. 

The decrease in vision cannot be 
improved by surgical means, pharma- 
cological treatment, conventional 
eyeglasses or contact lenses.

As a matter of fact, most 
low vision patients have useful re- 
maining vision. 

There are many causes of low vi- 
sion. These inctude ocular disease 
processes such as macular degenera- 
tion, glaucoma, inoperable cataracts 
and many other eye diseases. 

There are also systemic diseases 
such as diabetes or high bloed pres- 
sure which may impair vision. Other 
causes for low vision are eye trauma 
(accidents). genetic or hereditary 
problems or congenital problems. 


Most low vision patients, regard- 
less of the cause of their reduced vi- 
sion, can improve their visual func- 
tion with the use of specialized low 
vision devices. 

A low vision examination which 
differs from the usual eye examina- 
tion can determine what type of 
device(s) can enhance the vision.
